DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-5 in the reply filed on October 25, 2004 is 
acknowledged. Applicants amendments have overcome the restriction requirement and thus, 
Claims 6-11 have been examined. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-11, filed on October 25, 2004, with respect to claims 
1-5 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-5 have been 
withdrawn. Applicants argument that one of ordinary skill in the art would not look to the Zola 
patent, which discloses a collimation device that works by absorption, for insights into 
optimizing a lobster-eye device as disclosed in the Sarfati device, which is a focusing device that 
works by reflection" (see the top of page 9) is persuasive in combination with the other recited 
arguments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Independent claims 
1, 6, and 9 are allowable because the prior art of recorded fails to teach or fairly suggest, an 
apparatus, method, or means for, a multi-foil optic comprising, a plurality of flat plates 
positioned normal to an arc to provide total external reflection to high energy radiation incident 
on the plates form a high energy radiation source, to focus the incident high energy radiation on a 
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designated surface, wherein each plate has a thickness in the range of 50-70 urn, in combination 
with the other recited limitations in the claims. Claims 2-5, 12, 13, and 14 are allowed by virtue 
of their dependence on claim 1 . Claims 7, 8, and 15-17 are allowed by virtue of their 
dependence on claim 6. Claims 10, 1 1, and 18-20 are allowed by virtue of their dependence on 
claim 9.
